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REMARKS 

Claims 1-9, 11-16, 20-34, 49 and 50 are pending in the application and stand 
rejected. Applicants have amended claims 1, 2, 20, 49 and 50. Applicants have added claim 51. 
Support for each of the amendments is stated below. No new matter has been added. 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-9, 11-16, 20-34, 49 and 50 under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The Office 
Action stated that the claims contain subject matter that was not described in the Specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the art that the inventor at the time of filing 
had possession of the claimed invention. The Office Action stated that claims 1 and 20 refer to 
removing all or substantially all of the liquid present and that this is not supported by the original 
specification in the event liquids other than "alcohol" are intended for inclusion within the scope 
of the term "the liquid" now used in the claims. 

Applicants assert that this rejection is moot in light of the amendments. 
Applicants have amended claim 1 to recite that alcohol is added to the proteinaceous material 
and the reducing agent to form the mixture. Support for this can be found throughout the 
Specification and on page 8, lines 1-14. Claim 1 has also been amended to recite that all or 
essentially all of the alcohol can be removed by venting the pressure. Claim 2 has been amended 
for clarification in light of the amendments to claim 1 . Claim 20 has been amended to recite that 
all or essentially all of any alcohol present can be removed by venting the pressure. Support for 
this amendment can be found in the Specification on page 10, lines 1-5. Claim 50 has amended 
to recite that water and alcohol are added as an aqueous solution and all or substantially all of the 
aqueous solution is removed by venting the pressure. Support for this amendment is found in the 
Specification on page 8, line 17 to line 20 and page 10, line 1-5. New claim 51 was added to 
claim the embodiment wherein water is added to the proteinaceous material and the reducing 
agent. Support for this is found throughout the Specification, for example, page 7, lines 16-21 
and in Example 2. No new matter was added and no new issues are raised by the addition of this 
claim. 
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In light of these claim amendments, Applicants request the removal of rejections 
based on 35 U.S.C 112, first paragraph. 

It is believed that the claims as written are patentable, and a Notice of Allowance 
is respectfully requested.
